He whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they beganto accuſe him, ſay- 
ing, Te foundthis fellow perverting the people, ard 
koꝛbidding to pay tribute to Ceſar 2 ſaying, that he is 
Chꝛiſt a King. And Pilate appoſed himzſaytng, Art 
thou the King of the Jewes ? He anſboered him and 
{ 
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ſaid » Thon ſayeſt it. Then ſeid F ilate to the high 
Paieſts , and to the people » J finde no fault in this 
man. And they were the n oꝛe fierce, (avin*s, De moc- 
veth the people, teaching thoughout all Jury, and 
began at Galtleez even to this place. &lhen ilate 
heard mention of Oaltlee » he a ned whether the mare 
were of Galilee. And efloone as hee knew that he 
belonged unto Herods Juriſdꝛction, he tent him to 
erod, which was allo at Vieruſalem at that time. 
nd when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was exceeding glad: 
fo2 he was deſirous to (ee him cf a long ſeaſon , be 
caule he had heard mary things of him, and he truft- 
en to have ſeene ſome miracle done by him. Then h: 
queittoned with l im many woꝛds: but hee anſwered 
im nothing The high Dꝛieſts ard Scribes ſtood 
o2th z and — 1 ſlxaitly. And Herod wth 
his men of warre delpiſed him. And when kee haz 
mocked him, he arayed tim in white clothing, any 
(ent him again to Pilate. And the ſ#me day Place 
and Yerod were made friends together: fox befoze 
they were at variance. And Pilate called together 
e high Pꝛieſte, and the Rulers, and the peop!e, and 
ſaid unto them, Ve have bꝛought this manunto me, as 
one that perverteth the people and behold, J examine 
him befoꝛe vou, and finde no fault in this man cf thole 
fy" whereof ye accuſe him, no no2 yet Herod. 
02 J ſent you unto him, and loe , nothing woꝛthy 
of death is done unto him: J will therefore chaſten 
him, and let him loole. Fo2 of neceſſitie he muſt hare 
let one looſe to them at that feaſt» And all the people 
crted at once, laying; Away with him, and deliver vs 
Barabbas (which foꝛ a certain inſurrection made in 
the citte, and foꝛ a murder, was caſt into priſon.) 
late abe again unto them, willing to let Jeſus 
looſe. But they cried, laying, Crucifie him, cructfie 
him. He ſaid unto them the third time z What evtl 
bath te done? J finde no cauſe of death in him: J 
wilktherefoze cheſten him, and let him go. And they 
cried with loud voices, requiring that he might bee 
gucifted. And the voices of them and of the high 
[teſts prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence thar it 
fhcutd be as they required ; and he let looſe unto them 
him that foz inſurrection and murder was caſt into 
priſon, whem they had deſired. And he delivered un⸗ 
to them Jeſus, to do with him whet they would. 
And as they led him away, they caught one Simon of 
Cyzene comming out of the field, and on him they 
laid the Croſſe , that he might beare it after Jeſus. 
And there followed him a great company of people, 
and of women, which bewatled and lamented him. 
But Jeſus turned back unto them, and ſaid, Yee 
daughters of Vieruſalem, weepe not foꝛ me, but weep 
foꝛ vour ſelves , and fo2 your childzen! Foz behold, 
the dayes will come „in the which they ſhall ſap, 
Happy are the barren » and the wombes that never 
bare, and the paps which never gave luck. Then ſhal 
they begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall en us: an 
to the hills » Cover us. Foz if they doe this in a 
green tree » what ſhall be done in the dzy ? And there 
were two evill doers led with him to be llarne. And 
after that they were come tothe place, which is called 
Calvarie, there they crucified him, and the evill doers, 
une on the right hand, and the other on the left. Then 
ſaid Jeſus » Father, foꝛgive them, foꝛ they wot not 
what they do. And they parted his ratment , and caſt 
lots: and the people ſtood and beheld. And the ru⸗ 
lers mocked him with them, laying , He ſaved other 
men, let him ſave himſeife. if he be very Chziſt the 
choſen of God. The ſouldiers alſo mocked him, and 
came and offered him vineger, and laid, It thou be 
the King of the Jewes, ſave thy ſelfe. And a ſuperſcri⸗ 
ption was Witten over him with letters of Greek, 
and Latine, and Yeb2ew,T hisis the k ing of theJewes. 
And one of the evill doers which were hanged, rai⸗ 


led on him, ſaving, Ik thou be Chziſt, ſave thy lelte

and us. Fut the other anſboered and rebuked him, intothe would, heſaith „Sacrifice and offering thou 


ſavinrs Feareſt thou not God, ſceinꝝ thou art in the 


Cle are cichteoutly pamſhed, koz 
we receive accoꝛding tu our deeds: but chis man hath 
done nothing amiſſe. And he laid unto Jelus „Loxd, 
remember mee when thou commeſt taco the King⸗ 
nome. And Telus ſaid unto him  Cectly Jay unto 
thee, To day halt thot; be with mee in Paradiſe» 
And it was abour the ſirch houre; and there was a 
darkneſſe over all the earth , until the ninth hourez 
and che Sunne was darkened, and the valle of the 
Temple did rent even chzough the middes. And when 


Jeſus had cried with a loud q— (aid, Fathers in- 
o thine hands J commend my Spirit. And when 
e had thus (a2, he gave up the Ghoſt. Ulhen the 


Centurion ſaw what had happened, he glozified God, 
ſaving, Uerily this was a righteous man. And all 
the people that came together to that ſight , and ſaw 
the things which had 4 „ {mote their bzeaſts, 
and returned. And all his acquaintance, and the wo- 
men that followed him from Galilee, ſtood afarre off, 
beholding thele things. And behold, chere was a man 
named Joſeph, a Counſeller, and he was a good man 
and a juſt: che ſame had not conſented to the counſell, 
and deed of them, which was of Arimathea, a citie of 
the Jcwes, which ſame allo waited fox the Kingdome 
of God t he went unto Pilatezand begged the body of 
Jeſus, and took it down, and wꝛapped it in a linnen 
cloth , and laid it in a ſepulchze » that was hewen in 
ſtone, wherein never man befoze had been laid. And 
that day was the pzeparing of the Sabbath, and the 
Sabbath dꝛew on.
